Disastrous Fir# a t D urham , N. C.—Ah » at 
Twenty Building s Burned. 
R a le ig h , N. C., Nov. 17.—Durham is a 
town of 7 ,000 people, situated twenty -foui 
miles west of Raleig h, on the North Caro­ 
lina railroad, and is the g reatest tobaccc 
manufacturing place in the south, and there 
is more tobacco boug ht and sold at Durham 
than any place south of Washing ton. 
A t § 
o'clock Tuesday morning , the g rocery store 
of R H. Atwater, on the business sq uare of 
the town, was discovered to be on fire. When 
the people reached the soene the flames had 
not g ot bey ond the walls of the building , but 
soou broke out, and caug ht the warehouse of 
E. J, Parish in the rear, and tbe storehouses 
on either side. 
There was no water at hand, 
and if water had been plenty there was no 
means of using it. 
It was at once seen that 
tho duration of tho fire and the destruction 
from the flames depended upon the air cur­ 
rents. 
Fortunately the wind turned from 
the north and blew directly east, anti this 
saved the building s on the south of Main 
street, tog ether with the depot, hjtol, and 
several otner larg e building s. 
After thirteen building s were destroy ed on 
the sq uare, the flame* crossed the street north 
of the warehouse and destroy ed the prize 
bousw of E. J. Parish and one of Mr. William 
Stead's, and the bank building , occupied by 
W. T. Blackwell 
The fire then crossed the 
street east of the warehouse, and destroy ed 
the building of Mr. Ed Ly on. There were 500 
hog sheads of tobacco in the warehouse of 
Parish, and 1,000,000 pounds on the floor. As 
the framework attached to the brick and the 
tobacco and other inflammable materials 
caug ht, and the flames shot up hig h into the 
air, they made the town as lig ht as day , and 
the falling cinders and ang ry appearance of 
the fire carried terror iuto the hearts of 
many people, who feared still g reater disas 
ter. 
Fortunately , no one was hurt 
d u rin g 
the nig ht, and the tire, having finally con­ 
sumed all the material in reach, died out 
about 7 o’eloek Tuesday * morning . 
Besides tobacco, the loss is in furniture, 
clothing , jewelry and g roceries. 
But few 
articles wore saved. 
The loss carefully esti­ 
mated is 
$300,OX). 
Parish, who had the 
most property destroy ed, was insured for 
$150,000. 
Therk was insurance oa all others 
for three-fourths the value, all in northern 
companies. 
Contracts for rebuilding were 
made Tuesday *, and one man rented another 
store Monday nig ht and paid in advance 
while his storehouse was burning down. 
The loss in tobacco amounts to $1,500,000 
pounds. 
There were 700 hog sheads of it in 
Parish’s warehouse alone, besides that in 
U mstead’s and in the various prize houses. 
Immense q uantities were removed into the 
adjacent streets, but could not bo saved. 
The time-lock in the vault of the Bank of 
Durham was set for 9 o’clock a. m., and the 
bank’s valuables, therefore, could not be 
reached. All the mail m atter in the postoffice 
was saved. 
The Tobacco Plant newspaper 
office was destroy ed.

The firet time wo met after a separation of 
twenty-fiv e years was at a Icanquct giv en by 
the college at which wo had taken our diplo­ 
mas. 
College reunions are more or less 
always alike—handshakings, congratulations 
and a Baliel of tongues and names astonish­ 
ing to hear after the silence of a quarter of a 
century.

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The third most painful Incident upon the 
records of fatalities among general officers of 
the southern army during the rebellion was 
the death of Lieut. Gen. (Bishop) Leonidas 
Polk, who was killed by a three-inch round 
shot from a steel rifled cannon of Bimonson’s 
Fifth Indiana battery during the Atlanta 
campaign, on Little Kenesaw, between Ala- 
toona and Kenesaw mountain, on the 14th of 
June, 1NH. 
I was present, with ft number of 
our general officer**, when the shot was pro­ 
jected which killed the distinguished Con­ 
federate, hi d heard Gen. George H. Thomas 
say to old Van Bchrader, as a group of richly 
dressed officers rode up ujKin an exposed situa­ 
tion upon the enemy's line: “There's some 
big guns in that party, an« i they are either 
making observ ations of our adv anced lines or 
are selecting some spot for a battery; giv e 
them a shot!" Two shots were fired, tho 
second of which killed Polk, who was a good 
old innn—enterprising, brav e and efficient as 
a commander; pious. hUrnl and faithful as a 
chureliman, and full of honor, manhood and 
affection. 
» Some years ago, while coining up the Mis­ 
sissippi from New Orleans to M em phis, I was 
iutro« h» <*ed to Gen. Joseph E. Johnston by 
Gen. Sh» email, who « luring one ev ening re­ 
lated graph! ally the Licidcntaof Polk's death 
about as follows: Johnston, Polls and Ilnr- 
<lee, and Jackson, of the cav alry, accompanied 
by a large number of stuff officers, rod« * out 
upon this particular occasion in front of 
Bates’ line, near Pine Point, to txujnine a 
position thought to b© suitable for the Wash­ 
ington artillery. The horses were made fast 
nt the foot of the hill, and tho generals and 
their resjiectiv e staffs ascended to the crown, 
which was about 
800 yards from our line. 
Here there were tho initials to an abatis, with 
sev eral embrasures, rendering the place v ery 
much exjH>st;d. 
There had Iron a little des­ 
ultory tiring during the early hours of tho 
« lay, but tills had cease« ] for some time before 
the Confederates began their reconnoissance. 
This was prolonged to a much greater extent 
than usual, aixl glide« ! into a general and ani- 
mate« l conv ersation, all of the officers being 
gathered into a knot, so to speak, ard using 
their hands and glasses with a freedom be­ 
speaking rank and interest. 
Our gunners saw the richly caparisoned 
party and, while they were 1 icing observ ed, 
deliberately returned the observ ation, with 
full time for calculation and adjustment. 
As their mov ements and proximity had as 
yet prov oked no demonstrativ e objection, 
the Confederates seemed to forget their ex­ 
posed situation, and so, at Gen. Thomas’ sug­ 
gestion, our gunners iet fly a shrieking, spheri­ 
cal case shell, which exploded directly ov er 
the heads of Gens. Johnston, Polk, Hardee 
and Jackson, all of whom went to grass un­ 
consciously. 
It was then proposed to sepa­ 
rate, of course, and each went his way in 
possibly an unmilitary manner. Ger. Polk 
made double quick toward an adjacent shelter, 
but becoming impatient and anxious to see 
the rang« * of fire more accurately he stepped 
out just as Gen. Sherman, who had become 
an interest« *« 1 spectator, said to one of the 
gunners: “Try them again!” W hen, quicker 
than it takes me to tell it, a round shot went 
murmuring through the air and in an instant 
a Confederate lieutenant general fell lifeless 
and mangled to tho earth, tlie missile strik­ 
ing its v ictim in the left elbow, crushing both 
arms (as lie was standing .with his arms 
folded) and tearing out his heart, chest and 
part of the stomach in its murderous course. 
It is v ery plain to us that one of the Con­ 
federates had been slain, the commotion was 
so groat for the number in action and there 
was such a galloping away of horsemen and 
confused running to anti fro by thos 
«3 who 
still remained unmounted. And it is a curious 
fact that Polk's death was known in Wash­ 
ington before it was in Richmond, as our 
knowledge of the Confederate signals used 
during the Atlanta campaign was perfect, 
and we stood and saw the enemy’s signal 
officers signal for an ambulance and for 
preparations to be made for the conv eyance 
of the corpse to Atlanta, where serv ices were 
held at noon the following day by the Rev . 
Dr. Quint ard, and on tho afternoon of th «3 
15th th« * rem ains were taken to Augusta and 
from thenet* to Ashev ille, N. C\, where Bishop 
Polk’s family were then residing.—Cor. New 
York Times.
